During the past win 
ter, most if not all the slates for thi 
season were arranged at "tte bay,' 
as the saying goes, and now all then 
is left to do is to place the rank an< 
file in position for final action. It i 
a funny business; a very funny pro 
ceeding; but the position of the Sage 
brush State, and the condition of so 
ciety pertaining, mostly accounts fo 
it.
